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Arts High’s basketball team completed a 
very successful season with a record of nine- 
teen wins and six losses. This year for the first 
time in AHS basketball history, Arts High be- 
came New Jersey Vocational and Technical 
School League Champions for 1967-1968. 

The Arties opened the season against Ber- 
gen Tech whipping them 102-58. This was 
the pattern all season long with a very strong 
team under the great coaching of Mr. Flaherty. 
Though the team lacked height, the boys were 
expert shooters who fought well.
